Terms and Conditions of Sale 
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Held in conjunction with 
The Arizona Coin Expo 
April 30 - May 3, 1997 


1 This is a public auction and mail-bid sale 
held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, 
Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”). 

2. Although the Auctioneer may not with¬ 
draw any lot after a call for bids has been 
made with respect to that lot, the con¬ 
signor of the property may participate in 
the auction by bid, and may purchase his 
lot from the auction sale for his own 
account. Notice of the consignor’s liberty 
to bid is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial 
Code. A consignor is required to place his 
bids on his property no later than 48 
hours prior to the commencement of the 
auction sale. If the consignor is the suc¬ 
cessful bidder on his lot(s), and has failed 
to place his bids on those lots more than 
48 hours prior to the auction sale, then 
the consignor is required to pay both the 
appropriate seller’s fee and buyer’s fee. 

3- The highest bidder acknowledged by the 
Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion 
immediately put the lot up for sale again. 
The Auctioneer’s decision shall be final 
and binding upon all bidders. 

4. A buyer’s premium equal to 10% of the 
successful bid price will be added to each 
invoice (buyer’s fee), unless the purchase 
is made by a consignor’s bid on the con¬ 
signor’s property, in which case a different 
fee is charged.

Successful overseas bidders shall provide 
written shipping instructions to the 
Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered 
outside of the United States, including 
specified customs declarations. Any risk 
of loss during shipment will be borne by 
the buyer following Auctioneer’s delivery 
to the designated common carrier. All 
shipping charges will be borne by the suc¬ 
cessful bidder. 

7. We will mail an invoice to all successful 
mail/FAX/phone bidders. If the auction 
invoice(s) or notice of successful bids 
submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid in 
full when due, the unpaid balance will 
bear interest at the highest rate permitted 
by law until paid from the date of the auc¬ 
tion, and if the Auctioneer refers the 
invoice(s) to an attorney for collection, 
the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, 
court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by the Auctioneer.

Shimmering, virtually untoned surfaces 
reveal sharp definition throughout. Exceptional quality for this first 
year type. Unlike the No Drapery issue of the same date, choice 
examples of this design are exceedingly scarce. The few dozen 
uncirculated pieces that survive are generally of only average to 
choice quality. 

117 1840 Drapery MS 65 NGC. A boldly struck, satiny gem with mot¬ 
tled brown-gold and gunmetal-blue toning clinging to the obverse 
devices and more evenly distributed on the reverse. The Drapery 
variety is easily the scarcer of the two design types of the year in all 
grades, and particularly so in mint state. 

118 1847 MS 64 NGC. Despite a mintage of 1.2 million pieces, the vast 
majority of surviving 1847 half dimes are in circulated grades. Mint 
state pieces are very scarce. Reflective luster with rather deep gold¬ 
en toning. 

119 1853 Arrows MS 64 NGC. Very close to gem quality, both sides are 
lightly toned and struck with noticeably clashed dies. 

120 1854 Arrows MS 64 NGC. A distinctly prooflike specimen that is 
untoned and seems to lack the clash marks so often found on this 
three-year type. 

121 1856 MS 65 NGC. Fully lustrous with creamy satin-like surfaces, 
this piece is brilliant and virtually mark-free. The strike is a bit weak, 
but the overall appearance is appealing. 

122 1857-0 MS 63 NGC. The surfaces are very bold and frosty, with an 
essentially untoned appearance. One of just 16 examples of this bet¬ 
ter New Orleans issue so graded by NGC. 

123 1860-0 MS 63 NGC. Richly toned over both sides in a haphazard 
mixture of steel-gray, coppery-gold, and turquoise. Well detailed 
beneath the toning. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 

124 1859 PR 65 NGC. Deeply reflective under mottled blue and gold 
obverse and reverse toning. As a one-year type, business strike 1859 
half-dimes are much needed by collectors, and proofs are even more 
desirable because of the limited numbers originally produced. A 
worthwhile type for the advanced collector. 

125 1863 PR 64 PCGS. One of only 460 original proofs struck in this 
Civil War year. A mere 18,000 business strikes were produced, mak¬ 
ing collector demand for all proofs quite intense. This near-gem 
shows a light overlay of milky-golden patina over its deeply mir¬ 
rored fields.

126 1814 MS 66 NGC. JR-3, R.2. An outstanding early dime and 
undoubtedly the finest known. The Lovejoy specimen (previously 
considered the finest) was graded MS 65 by NGC and had a short 
line on the neck. Like that coin, this piece has superb cartwheel lus¬ 
ter. Both sides are overlaid with deep, smoky-violet and russet pati¬ 
na with sea-green accents at the margins. Generally well struck, 
except on the peripheral stars, there is an extensive network of die 
cracks in the center of the reverse. An exceptional coin and worthy 
of the finest collection. Population: 2 in 66, none finer. 

127 1823/2 MS 64 NGC. JR-1, R.3. A scarcer variety and seldom seen 
in such lofty condition. Each side has deep, cobalt-blue patina with 
bright rose colored accents around the periphery on the obverse.

Fully brilliant with a semi-reflective glow on 
each side. Like most Legend Obverse issues prior to 1874, the 1870 
is a difficult coin in choice and better condition. 

1873 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. A worthwhile type coin, the Arrows 
issues of 1873-74 are always avidly sought by collectors. The sur¬ 
faces are satiny-white and nicely frosted on the devices. The strike 
is sharply brought up in most all areas and there are only the slight¬ 
est marks on either side. 

1874 Arrows MS 63 NGC. Variegated brown toning with a few 
specks of blue. Limited in grade by a scratch in the right obverse 
field. 

1874 Arrows MS 64 NGC. Well struck and lightly covered by 
muted, silver-gray toning on both sides. An important two-year type. 

1875-CC MS 64 PCGS. Mintmark Below Bow. Frosty surfaces with 
better than average detail, exhibiting delicate toning here and there. 

1877-CC AU 50 AN ACS, boldly struck with little actual wear, just 
substandard in the luster category; and an 1891-S AU 58 ANACS, 
lightly marked on the obverse, with pale violet patina in the recessed 
areas. (Total: 2 coins) 

1877-CC MS 64 NGC. A lovely example of this popular Carson City 
dime. The surfaces have some amber patina that is brightened con¬ 
siderably by the strong underlying luster. Sharply struck and quite a 
type coin. 

1883 MS 62 NGC. Lightly toned and a trifle soft on some of the 
highpoints. 

1886-S MS 65 NGC. A very scarce and much underrated issue in 
mint state, often priced similarly to more obtainable dates such as 
the 1879 and 1880.

1837 No Stars PR 63 NGC. At a quick glance, one might not imme¬ 
diately identify this specimen as a proof striking, but close examina¬ 
tion reveals an extraordinarily sharp definition of the devices, indic- 
itive of multiple blows from the coining press. A diagnostic spur 
shows from the border over the first T of STATES. Heavy cobalt- 
blue and gray-rose toning blankets each side. Breen estimates about 
30 proofs were produced and this is reinforced by the current popu¬ 
lation figures, 11 total coins by NGC, 12 by PCGS. Undoubtedly 
some of these are resubmissions. A rare opportunity for the collector 
of early proof coinage. 

1859 PR 65 PCGS. The Stars Obverse design is generally only 
available in the proof format in two years, 1858 and 1859. As such 
it is a very popular and highly desirable type coin with great date 
pressure exerted on the surviving specimens from these two years. 
This is a splendid example that has deeply reflective mirrors beneath 
the rather considerable toning that covers both sides. We can detect 
no obvious contact marks or hairlines on either side, but with a mag¬ 
nifier one can see slight granularity in the planchet.

373 1881-S MS 65 PCGS. Some blue and gold iridescence has collected 
near the obverse peripheries. The reverse is brilliant-white. 

374 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. A superb Morgan dollar, the fully struck sur¬ 
faces show incredibly bright mint luster. Fully brilliant. 

375 1881-S MS 66 Prooflike PCGS. Lovely multicolored toning over 
much of the obverse. 

376 1882 MS 64 PCGS. Quite frosty with satiny fields and a thin cres- 
cent of electric-blue and reddish-gold peripheral toning on each side. 

377 1882 MS 65 NGC. Thick, satiny luster abounds on this minimally 
abraded, untoned P-mint. 

378 1882 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Golden toning over both 
sides that deepens to an unusual coppery hue on Liberty’s portrait, 
surfac Car ^ ^ > ' rn,nts ’ a ranty with such well preserved deep mirror 

379 1882-CC MS63 PCGS, sharply struck and lustrous; and an 1884- 
CC MS 63 NGC, full strike. (Total: 2 coins) 


1880-CC MS 65 PCGS. A high-end, silky-smooth example display 
mg a blush of golden-russet patina on each side. 


380 1882-CC MS 66 NGC. Razor sharp with clean, frosty features and a 

spot of golden patina on the reverse. 


361 1880-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The devices are 

heavily frosted and there are only the slightest imperfections, most¬ 
ly in the obverse field. The cameo contrast is stark, but slightly 
muted by a subtle, milky patina. A solid DMPL gem and scarce as 
such. 


381 1882-0 MS 64 PCGS. Thick satiny luster and well struck, the sur¬ 
faces are exceptionally clean and problem-free. Untoned. 

382 1882-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Boldly struck for this 
normally soft issue. The fields are deeply mirrored, the devices are 
moderately frosted, and there is no toning. 
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383 1882-S MS 67 NGC. Creamy, virtually unmarked devices offer a 
smidgen of contrast to the lustrous fields. 

384 1882-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Highly reflective with 
better contrast on the obverse than on the more typical (for the issue) 
reverse. Light milling marks on the portrait. 

385 1882-S MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Mostly brilliant and 
quite free of the usual light abrasions. Like most 1882-S dollars, the 
surfaces offer little contrast between the fields and the devices. 

386 1883 MS 66 NGC. The cheek of Liberty is extraordinarily clean, 
only a nick or two in the field detract slightly. Super frosty and thor¬ 
oughly brilliant. A scarce coin in such high grade. 

387 1883-CC MS 63 PCGS. Lightly toned. 

388 1883-CC MS 64 PCGS. Splendid multicolored obverse toning. 

389 1883-CC MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Untoned with solid reflectivity on 
each side that falls just short of DMPL status. 

390 1883-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Sharply detailed 
with an absence of toning and clean, frosty features. 

391 1883-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Similar in both qual¬ 
ity and appearance to the DMPL gem just offered. 

392 1883-0 MS 64 PCGS, satiny but weak in the centers; 1886 MS 64 
PCGS, golden-rose color; and a 1901-0 MS 64 PCGS, brilliant. 
(Total: 3 coins) 


393 1883-0 MS 66 NGC. A common date in uncommon condition. This 
piece is frosty-white and almost completely untoned. Well struck for 
the issue. 

394 1883-0 MS 66 PCGS. The reverse is untoned while the obverse dis¬ 
plays a hint of golden-amber toning. Above-average strike for the 


395 1883-0 MS 66 PCGS. This piece is frosty-white and essentially 
untoned. Well struck for the issue and with a very clean cheek. 

396 1883-0 MS 66 PCGS. Very clean surfaces are white and complete¬ 
ly untoned. 


397 1883-0 MS 66 PCGS. The obverse is lightly toned in golden shades, 
the reverse is fully white.

Another scarcity from 
the Philadelphia mint in gem DMPL condition, this piece exhibits 
lovely frosted features and a bare minimum of abrasions. The rims 
are accented in coppery-gold, lending extra eye appeal. 

402 1884-CC MS 65 ANACS. Brilliant and well struck. A popular issue 
for collectors. 

403 1884-CC MS 66 PCGS. Razor sharp with satiny brilliance in the 
fields that complements the blemish-free, frosty devices. 

404 1884-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A flashy and deeply 
reflective Carson City dollar that is also fully struck. The frosty pro¬ 
file of Liberty is virtually free from the abrasions that often trouble 
CC dollars. 

405 1884-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant or very 
nearly so, with a slight halo effect extending out from the devices, 
generally only seen on dollars from Carson City. 


406 1884-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Flashy mirrored sur¬ 

faces that are basically untoned and offer a moderate amount of con- 


407 1884-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully white, the 
fields are deep, watery mirrors and the devices are quite frosted. 
Superior eye appeal. 

408 1884-0 MS 63 NGC, pale peripheral color; 1890 MS 63 NGC, sim¬ 
ilar color to the ‘84-0 and a bit softly struck; and a 1925 MS 63 
PCGS, fully struck but a bit dull. (Total: 3 coins) 

409 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. A pristine example, exceptionally clean and 
showing virtually complete sharpness in the centers. Brilliant 
throughout. 


410 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. Untoned with a clean cheek and well struck 


411 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. Boldly defined throughout with a hint of 
peripheral color on the reverse. 

412 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. Light amber-golden patina overlays the 
obverse, the reverse is untoned. 

413 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. Clean, virtually untoned surfaces. The centers 
are a little softly defined. 


414 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. Another clean, essentially untoned specimen. 

415 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. A hint of gold color shows at the upper right 
portion of the obverse, about half of the reverse is rich, sunset-gold¬ 
en color. 

416 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. Multicolored, iridescent hues form a crescent 
at the bottom of the obverse, the reverse is untoned. Well struck 
overall. 

417 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. Untoned with a couple of minor marks on 
each side. 


418 1884-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant and nicely 

mirrored with frosted devices on each side. 


419 1884-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Full, intricate striking 

details with sparkling mirrors and chalky mint frost on the obverse 
devices. 


420 1884-S MS 62 NGC. Over the years, certain dates have been found 
to be much more common than once believed. Not so with this key 
date. Even with the huge quantity of coins going off to the major ser¬ 
vices, this date has remained rare in true mint state. Attractively 
toned in deep shades of gray, red, and green, this fully struck, fully 
lustrous example shows a few surface marks that prevent a higher 
grade. 

421 1885-CC MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Moderately abraded 
with golden peripheral accents and some contrast between'the fields 
and devices. 


422 1885-0 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny mint luster and a bold strike make this 
a very attractive gem Morgan dollar. 

423 1885-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. A sparkling-white example with 
complete sharpness in the centers. 

424 1885-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant and strongly 
struck in the centers. 


425 1885-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A thin crescent of rain¬ 
bow toning adorns the left side of the obverse. 

426 1885-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Pale golden toning 
along the lower obverse periphery. Flashy and almost blemish-free. 

427 1885-S MS 63 ANACS, 1887-S MS 61. and an 1899-S MS 62. All 
three coins are ANACS certified and mostly untoned. (Total: 3 
coins) 
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428 1885-S MS 64 PCGS. Semi-prooflike and better struck than the typ¬ 
ical ‘85-S, being tinted a light gold over each side. 

429 1885-S MS 64 PCGS. A borderline gem that is struck in full and 
exhibits sparkling mint luster. A great coin for the money, as the 
price in the next grade increases five-fold. 

430 1886 MS 66 PCGS. A glittering, untoned gem with full cartwheel 
luster and an average strike for the date. 

431 1886 MS 66 PCGS. Another superb example with an even sharper 
strike. 

432 1886 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Essentially brilliant with 
only slight frosting on the obverse. 

433 1886 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Slightly more contrast 
than the coin just offered, but not quite as sharp in the centers. 

434 1886 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The surfaces on this third 
example are extraordinarily deep and, on the obverse, there is an 
appreciable amount of field-to-device contrast. 

435 1887 MS 66 NGC. Beautiful, mottled blue and golden patina over¬ 
lays the obverse, the reverse is completely white. 

436 1887 MS 66 NGC. Glittering, white surfaces are fully struck. Only 
a few minor marks show on both sides. 

437 1887 MS 66 NGC. Another white, fully struck example. 

438 1887 MS 66 NGC. Bright-white and fully struck, a premium exam¬ 
ple. 

439 1887 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny luster and fully brilliant on both sides. 

440 1887 MS 66 PCGS. Splendid blemish-free surfaces with an absence 
of toning and intense satiny brilliance. 

441 1887 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny luster and full original brilliance on both 
sides, a well struck example of this common date. 

442 1887 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Nicely mirrored with light 
marginal toning. 

443 1887 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Well struck and brilliant, 
displaying a fair amount of contrast. 

444 1887 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. More sharply defined 
than the preceding, with an untoned, lightly cameoed appearance. 

445 1887 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Another sparkling-white, 
reflective gem. 

446 1887-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and semi-prooflike with a light 
amount of original color. Scarcer S-mint dollar. 

447 1888 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Dazzling reflectivity 
with sharp contrast and a hint of golden color at the borders. 

448 1888 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Untoned with deep, 
watery mirrors and lightly frosted devices that produce an appealing 
cameo contrast. 

449 1888-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully detailed with 
reflective fields that are clean enough to warrant a gem rating, but a 
few minor facial marks limit the grade. 

450 1888-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. A choice example with 
blinding, pure-white luster and deeply reflective fields. 

451 1888-S MS 62 AN ACS. A frosty example with a generally untoned 
appearance and minimal marks for the grade. 

452 1888-S MS 64 NGC. Boldly struck and displaying an especially 
clean cheek, but not enough “pop” in the satiny luster to qualify as a 
gem. A low-mintage issue that is always in demand. 
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453 1888-S MS 64 PCGS. Bright and flashy, sans the heavy bagmarking 
often associated with this issue and with an overall eye appeal which 
would be impressive even on an 1881-S. 

454 1889 MS 65 PCGS. Remarkably well preserved for this high 
mintage date, with shimmering brilliance and an absence of most 
noticeable surface marks. 

455 1889-0 MS 64 PCGS. Very well struck for this often poorly pro¬ 
duced New Orleans date and exhibiting a satiny, mostly brilliant 
appearance. 

456 1889-S MS 61 AN ACS. Bright with a few minimal abrasions, com¬ 
mon for the grade. 

457 1890-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Quite clean over¬ 
all, with a two-toned cameo effect on both sides and a near absence 
of color. DMPL examples of this issue are not uncommon, but only 
a small percentage survive as gems. 

458 1890-0 MS 64 NGC. Full mint bloom and very choice. The centers 
are a bit softly defined and a small grease mark shows from Liberty’s 
chin to the fifth star. 

459 1890-0 MS 65 NGC. An uncommonly well preserved example that 
shows minimal abrasions even on the vulnerable cheek area. The 
white, satiny luster is almost completely untoned and the strike is 
atypically sharp. 

460 1890-0 MS 65 NGC. Another gem example of this important strike 
rarity, this piece exhibits a peripheral ring of sunset-gold color on the 
reverse, and like the coin above the striking details are uncommon¬ 
ly well defined. 

461 1891-CC MS 63 ANACS. VAM-3, more commonly referred to as 
the “spitting eagle” variety. Dirty gray and golden toning in the pro¬ 
tected areas. 

462 1891-CC MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant with no toning and a deeply frost¬ 
ed appearance. The surfaces are clean and quite nice for the grade. 

463 1892 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny-white with a few well scattered marks on 
the obverse and a near-pristine reverse. 

464 1892-CC MS 60 ANACS. Irregular coppery-gold peripheral toning. 
Fewer abrasions than one expects for an MS 60, but a trifle scuffy 
on Liberty’s cheek. 

465 1892-0 MS 64 NGC. Free of significant abrasions and quite well 
struck for the issue, with splendid cartwheel brilliance over both 
sides. 

466 1893 MS 63 ANACS. Very lustrous for the grade with a moderate 
amount of gray-golden patina, especially over the obverse. Well 
struck throughout. 

467 1893-0 MS 60 PCGS. Very scarce in any condition, the ‘93-0 is 
especially elusive in mint state. Not as heavily abraded as one might 
imagine for the grade with most of the marks located on the obverse, 
the reverse being a full two points finer. A bit softly struck in the cen¬ 
ters, as usually seen, the soft, frosted mint luster is untoned. 

468 63 PCGS. With a mintage of only 110,972 pieces, the 
1894-P has always been a favorite date of dollar collectors. While 
not nearly as scarce as the 1893-S (a coin with a similar mintage), 
the 1894-P is more available in all grades, but is very scarce and 
desirable in mint state. This piece shows just a little softness of strike 
over the ear and on the eagle’s breast feathers, and the luster is thick 
and satiny. There are only a few small marks that account for the 
grade, and most of them are concentrated on the obverse. A difficult 
com. 

*69 1894-S MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and originally toned with gunmetal- 

b.lue and reddish-golden patina covering each side. A few small abra¬ 
sions and roller marks on the cheek of Liberty account for the grade 
but are virtually concealed by the toning. 

170 1896 MS 65 ANACS. Creamy dove-gray surfaces with appealing 

orange-gold accents on the obverse. A tiny planchet flake is noted 
just above Liberty’s ear. 
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471 1896 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Glassy, mostly brilliant 
surfaces with a modest amount of field-to-device contrast on the 
reverse. 

472 1896 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A watery gem, razor 
sharp in definition and only a thin streak of golden color on the 
reverse from full brilliance. 

473 1897 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Untoned with just a few scattered 
marks mostly limited to the obverse. Scarce as a PL gem. 
Population: 14 in 65, 2 higher. 

474 1897-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Good contrast shows on 
each side with frosted devices showing against glittering fields. 
Occasional flecks of reddish-gold toning about the borders. 

475 1897-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A second DMPL gem 
of this issue. The surfaces exhibit creamy-white features that stand 
out from moderately reflective fields. 

476 1898-0 MS 66. Well struck, the slate-gray patina shows good under¬ 
lying luster. 

477 1898-0 MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant with satiny surfaces 
that show only the slightest abrasions. 

478 1899-0 MS 66 NGC. Creamy-white, satiny, and amazingly clean. 
Virtually no contact marks of any kind are seen on this high-end 
example. 

479 1899-0 MS 66 NGC. The creamy smooth surfaces are tinted light 
silver-gray with both sides being framed in attractive golden-orange 
toning. 

480 1899-0 MS 66 PCGS. Smooth, satiny surfaces. A brilliant, problem- 
free coin. 

481 1899-S MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Fully brilliant with few appreciable 
surface marks, even with the fragile nature of the mirrored fields. A 
very difficult issue with this combination of high quality and 
prooflike surfaces. 

482 1900-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Fully detailed with striated, solidly 
reflective fields and a fully untoned appearance. The 1900-0 is elu¬ 
sive as such. 


483 1900-0/CC MS 62 NGC. Untoned with thick, satiny luster and some 
relatively minor blemishes that are limited to the obverse. 

484 1900-0/CC MS 64 NGC. Deeply toned. 

485 1901-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Boldly struck and 
only hinting of milky patina, with striated, watery fields showing 
very slight contrast, as usual, against the devices. Only a tiny per¬ 
centage of ‘01-0 dollars exhibit deeply mirrored fields and even 
fewer still survive in gem condition. Population: 11 in 65, none high¬ 
er (4/97). 

486 1902 MS 65 NGC. The bright, satiny luster has no hint of color. 
Minimally abraded and about as well struck as this issue is found, 
having been struck from the C4 dies. 

487 1902-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Bright and sparkling with non-con¬ 
trasting fields, a normal appearance for this issue. 

488 1902-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. An intensely reflec¬ 
tive specimen that is tinted a delicate rose-gold patina and is refresh¬ 
ingly clean on the fragile, underlying surfaces. Common as a non¬ 
prooflike, but very elusive as such. Population: 5 in 65, none higher 
(4/97). 

489 1902-S MS 63 ANACS. Milky, golden-hued surfaces, just a trifle 
soft on the eagle’s breast, as is normal for this late-date Morgan. 

490 1903 MS 64 ANACS. Brightly lustrous with speckled violet and red¬ 
dish-gold toning in the more protected areas. 

491 1903 MS 66 NGC. Brilliant and satiny with remarkably clean sur¬ 
faces. 


492 1903-0 MS 63 ANACS. A lightly toned example of this once-rare 

O-mint, minimally abraded and showing slight softness of definition 
in the centers. 


493 1904-0 MS 66 NGC. Except for one small milling mark near the 
eye, this example is free of most of the troublesome abrasions so 
often encountered. Bright, satiny luster. 

494 1904-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully brilliant with no 
major marks, a strong strike, and bright reflectivity. 

495 1921-D MS 65 PCGS. Speckled orange-gold and gray toning over¬ 
lays the fields on each side. Frosty and scarce in this grade. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

496 1884 PR 65 NGC. The obverse is toned in mottled russet; rose, 
amber, and iridescent-blue shades while the opposite side is 
drenched in more of a bright sunset-gold, crimson, violet, and elec¬ 
tric-blue patina. Underneath the toning, there is a full complement of 
proof flash and brilliance with some light cameo contrast noticed. 

497 1894 PR 65 NGC. The 1894 proof has always commanded a signif¬ 
icant premium as a date because of the rarity of 1894 business 
strikes. As a result, proofs have been well cared for over the years 
and today quite a few survive in gem and near-gem condition. This 
coin does not have the contrast often seen between fields and 
devices; in fact, it shows little or no frost on the devices. The fields, 
however, are bright under mottled toning. The obverse exhibits 
medium gray toning overall, with iridescent sea-green and blue on 
the periphery. The reverse is more fully colored, with electric-blue, 
green, gray, and crimson over the entire side. 

498 1894 PR 65 NGC. A remarkable second example of this premium 
date struck in the proof format. Deep multicolored toning engulfs 
both sides of this choice, well mirrored proof Morgan. There is a 
touch of softness in the hair detail over Liberty’s ear, not all that 
uncommon on proofs during this time frame. 

499 1897 PR 65 NGC. A lovely two-toned specimen, deeply mirrored 
and showing just a whisper of milky patina in the centers that deep¬ 
ens to golden-russet about the peripheries. 

500 1902 PR 64 NGC. Brightly mirrored under subtle golden patina. 
Only a cluster of wispy hairlines on Liberty’s cheek inhibits a gem 
rating. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


501 1921 MS 64 PCGS. A light dusting of steel-gray color. Once called 
the poor man's High Relief, it never really has found a niche in the 
marketplace. A very affordable example. 

502 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, this first year Peace dollar 
is a very choice example. Only a few small contact marks are seen 
on each side that limit the grade. 

503 1921 MS 64 NGC. A borderline-gem that is quite well struck and 
highly lustrous beneath uniform golden patina. Liberty's portrait 
exhibits an unusual double profile. 

504 1922 MS 63 PCGS; 1923 MS 63 PCGS; and (3) 1925 MS 63 NGC, 
all three lightly toned. (Total: 5 coins) 

505 1922 MS 65 NGC. Colorfully toned in a haphazard blend of cop¬ 
pery-gold, lilac, and greenish-gray. 

506 1922 MS 65 PCGS. Mostly brilliant and frosty. 

507 1922-D MS 65 NGC. The brilliant surfaces show dazzling cartwheel 
luster that shimmers brightly over each side. A sharply struck exam¬ 
ple with a hint of color at the borders. 

508 1922-D MS 65 PCGS. Untoned save for a few specks of obverse 
color and exhibiting intense mint luster. 

509 1923 MS 63 ANACS, six pieces, all fresh, original examples framed 
in speckled russet toning. (Total: 6 coins) 
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510 1923 MS 66 PCGS. Pristine surfaces, untoned on the obverse and 
layered in milky lavender-gold hues on the reverse. 

511 1923-D MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant. 

512 1923-D MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck throughout with bright mint 
luster. 

513 1924 MS 64 PCGS, rose and lilac toning; 1925 MS 64 PCGS, pale 
citrine coloration; and a 1926-S MS 63 PCGS, brilliant and fully 
struck with light die striations in the fields. (Total: 3 coins) 

514 1924 MS 66 PCGS. Only a few flecks of golden color on the 
obverse, otherwise brilliant and especially clean for the issue. 

515 1924 MS 66 NGC. Clean, heavily frosted surfaces that are partially 
framed on each side in delicate golden toning. 

516 1924 MS 66 NGC. Sharply defined throughout, the well-frosted sur¬ 
faces are lightly toned with a thin streak about the obverse margin 
and show only the most trivial marks. 

517 1924 MS 66 PCGS. Another well struck coin, this minimally abrad¬ 
ed piece shows delicate gold toning. 

518 1925 MS 65 PCGS. Exceptionally clean with both sides of this 
essentially brilliant example displaying dazzling cartwheel luster. 

519 1925 MS 66 PCGS. A light haze of milky toning rests atop the vir¬ 
tually perfect surfaces of this lustrous example. Liberty’s cheek is 
especially clean. 

520 1925-S MS 65 PCGS. The typical 1925-S is weakly struck and 
heavily marked, and thus gems are virtually non-existent. Even dis¬ 
persal of the vast Redfield holdings failed to bring any noticeable 
increase of gems onto the market. This is a superior quality piece 
that has frosted mint luster and exceptionally clean surfaces. The 
strike, of course, is not complete. However, the details are uniform¬ 
ly and lightly impressed meaning, that all of the design elements are 
present, just incompletely brought up. Brilliant on the obverse with 
some multicolored iridescence on the reverse. A superior 1925-S and 
one that would be difficult to improve upon. Population: 19 in 65, 
none are finer. 

521 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Blushes of pale golden color on each side. 

522 1926-S MS 65 PCGS. Milky-white water spots appear on both sides 
of this example. Bright and lustrous, with an above average strike. 

523 1927 MS 62 NGC. Brilliant and highly lustrous, with claims to a 
select rating. 

524 1927 MS 65 PCGS. Creamy mint brilliance, with ample detail and 
only a couple of well scattered, insignificant marks. Scarce in this 
outstanding grade.

An ideal type coin for the collector 
looking for eye appeal and an affordable price. 

572 1905 MS 63 PCGS. Razor sharp with splendid luster and surface 
quality for the grade, rivaling many pieces in MS 64 holders.

577 1910 MS 63 NGC. Brightly lustrous and well struck. 


1851 MS 62 PCGS. Muted luster with a few scattered marks on each 
side. Scarce and underrated when compared to the later, post-1900 
dates that are usually used for type purposes. 

1851-0 AU 50 ANACS. Doubled Date, Breen-6214. While one of 
the higher mintage O-mint quarter eagles, the ‘51-0 is surprisingly 
difficult to locate in better grades (AU and up). Well struck on the 
obverse with some softness of highpoint details on the reverse. A 
few minor field marks are noted on each side. 

1853 MS 62 NGC. Full, frosty luster with a medium-yellow hue are 
combined with a strong strike to give this very nice eye appeal for 
the grade. 


1854 MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck (except on the eagle’s leg) with 
slightly subdued luster and deep red-golden color.

585 1925-D MS 62 NGC. Boldly struck and exhibiting bright golden lus- 
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CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN QUARTER EAGLE 

586 1910 PR 66 NGC. An enchanting Roman Gold proof quarter eagle 
that has seemingly flawless features. The mintages for proof gold 
struck in 1910 is extraordinarily high—either the figures are in error 
or the vast majority of the coins struck were later melted. The offi¬ 
cial mintage for the 1910 quarter eagle was a whopping 682 proofs. 
However, survivors most likely number only 75-100 pieces, indica¬ 
tive of a much smaller mintage than the official one. The Roman 
Gold finish is quite unlike any other proof finish in U.S. coinage, 
and it is limited to only two years, 1909 and 1910, making these 
pieces even more desirable to advanced collectors of proof gold. The 
brighter luster of the Roman Gold finish is certainly apparent on this 
coin, and the surfaces display rich golden patina that is lovely 
indeed.

587 1870 AU 53 PCGS. Of the 3,500 pieces minted. Akers estimates that 
only about 250 business strikes remain in all grades. This example is 
above the average grade encountered. The coin is lightly worn, and 
despite some small marks in the fields, will be actively sought. 
Trends S 1,350. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 

588 1806 MS 62 PCGS. Round Top 6. Stars 7x6. B. 5-E. Fairly well 
struck in the centers, with faint adjustment marks through Liberty’s 
hair. The Round Top 6 1806 fives are one of the more available and 
popular coins among early gold types. Trends $7,250. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 

589 1834 Plain 4 AU 50 NGC. An attractive and clean example of this 
popular gold type coin, the peripheral striking details are unusually 
strong but Liberty’s hair curls are softly defined, as usual. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

590 1843-C AU 50 PCGS. Semi-prooflike with rich green-golden color 
and few appreciable surface marks. The ‘43-C five is much scarcer 
than its rather high Charlotte mintage of 44,201 pieces would sug¬ 
gest and AU examples are very elusive. 

591 1845 AU 58 NGC. A rather common issue among No Motto Liberty 
fives, but a sharply struck, true AU, No Motto half eagle that would 
fit well in many gold type sets. 

592 1850-D VF 30 PCGS. Akers called this date "...quite possibly the 
most underrated D-mint half eagle in high grade after the 1842-D 
Large Date, Large Letters.” It is very scarce in all grades but typi¬ 
cally available in VF. The design elements are incompletely defined 
on each side and the mintmark is weak, as usual. Lightly marked. 

593 1855 AU 55 NGC. Sharply struck with traces of mint luster still 
showing surrounding the devices. Pleasing, yellow-golden color. A 
more common date in the No Motto series. Trends $300. 

594 1877-CC XF 40—Cleaned. Tooled—VF 20 Details AN ACS. A very 
scarce Carson City issue with a mintage of only 8,680 pieces. 
Smooth, green-gold surfaces have been dulled by an overzealous 
scrubbing and have retained a couple of russet stains along the left 
side of the obverse. 

595 1877-S AU 50 NGC. A very scarce With Motto half eagle that is dif¬ 
ficult in all grades and usually only seen in lower condition. There 
are very few survivors in AU. In fact, in Akers’ survey of auctions 
he recorded the appearance of only one coin in this grade at public 
auctions. This is a bright, still-lustrous example that shows some 
softness of detail in the centers and on the peripheral stars. Several 
facial marks are noted. Trends $1,900. 

596 1878-S AU 58 NGC. A very pleasing example of this somewhat 
scarcer S-mint half eagle. This is a super slider AU that looks uncir¬ 
culated at first glance. Sharply struck with clean features. 
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1879 MS 62 NGC. Light in color and somewhat prooflike, with a 
slight pinkish caste. A scarcer issue among P-mint fives, with the 
small number of mint state pieces well distributed between MS 60 
and MS 64 grades. 

1884-S MS 62 NGC. Attractive, fully lustrous surfaces with minor 
obverse scuffiness keeping it out of a higher classification. 
Population: 23 in 62, 15 higher. Trends $650. 

1886 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with satiny surfaces and a typical 
number of small abrasions for the grade. Scarce in mint state. 

1896-S AU 50 NGC. A scarce late date S-mint that is rarely avail¬ 
able in mint state, and is actually quite scarce in AU. Well struck 
with a hint of crimson toning in the protected areas. Trends $525. 

1900- S MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck. 

1901- S MS 64 PCGS. A pleasing, lustrous example of this common 
date five-dollar Liberty. Fully struck with even, light color. 

1906-D MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with loads of eye 
appeal. Scarce so fine. Population: 98 in 64, only 7 finer. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

1909 MS 62 NGC. A shimmering, almost mark-free example with 
the eye appeal of a higher grade piece. 

1909 MS 62 PCGS. Light in color with a bright, frosty appearance 
and no serious blemishes. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. A frosty example with rich golden toning. A 
few contact marks are seen on both sides. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Well struck and frosty, with pleasing golden- 
orange patina framing each side.

1846 XF 40—Scratched—Net Grade VF 20 AN ACS. A much 
scarcer coin than even the low mintage of 20,095 pieces would Indi¬ 
cate. The 1846 is also a condition rarity with most of the known sur¬ 
vivors in the VF grade range. Each side displays numerous scratch¬ 
es—not hairlines—these are deeper than hairlines. The coin has 
taken on a deep coppery-reddish patina which helps to lessen the 
effect of the damage somewhat. 

1851-0 XF 45 NGC. Well struck on all but the obverse stars, with 
rich golden color and a couple of scuffy field marks to the left of the 
portrait. 

1857 XF 45 NGC. Well struck in all areas save for the peripheral 
stars, with specks of coppery color on each side and slight irregular¬ 
ity in the denticles below the date. A scarce and largely unappreciat¬ 
ed No Motto issue. 

1860 XF 40 PCGS. A solid XF example of this rare P-mint No Motto 
eagle. The central design elements are uncommonly well defined 
and there is a bit of original luster still surrounding the devices on 
each side. There are a few noticeable abrasions particularly on the 
obverse. 
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616 1860 AU 53 NGC. Rare in all grades with an original mintage of 

only 15,105 pieces. The 1860 is seldom seen any finer than XF with 
only a handful of AU and mint state pieces known. This is a very 
pleasing piece overall that is well struck in the centers and retains 
good portions of original mint luster. In general, only lightly abrad¬ 
ed with the most obvious marks being a small cluster in the right 
field on each side. 


617 1868-S XF 40 PCGS. This year and mint has always ranked high in 
the Liberty eagle series both in overall rarity and condition rarity. 
The coin is pleasant to the eye with a bright yellow-gold appearance. 
There are a few tiny surface marks and the mintmark is weakly 
struck and barely discemable as is normal. Trends $1,950. 

618 1871-S XF 40 PCGS. Bright with some reflective luster showing. 
This a very difficult coin to locate better than VF. The mintmark is 
extremely weak on the reverse and with only a casual glance the coin 
could easily be mistaken for a Philadelphia product. Trends $1,800. 

619 1874-CC XF 45 PCGS. A very scarce Carson City ten that is sel¬ 
dom seen above the VF level. This piece shows the blunt details this 
date is known for and is a relatively clean coin. Light reddish patina 
surrounds the devices on each side. Trends $5,000. 

620 1874-S AU 50—Obverse Tooled, Cleaned—Net Grade XF 40 
ANACS. A significant rarity among Liberty eagles, one of 10,000 
pieces struck, and an issue that is almost never seen with fewer than 
20 points of wear. This piece, unfortunately, has been somewhat 
dulled by tooling and a rather harsh scrubbing that mostly affects the 
obverse. A few tiny rim nicks are noted here and there, perhaps sug¬ 
gestive of use in jewelry. Affordable quality for this elusive and oth¬ 
erwise expensive San Francisco ten. 

621 1881-CC XF 45 PCGS. A moderately scarce CC ten and one that is 
rarely seen above the VF-XF grade level. This is an attractive and 
original coin that has much deep reddish color and some portions of 
luster remaining. Trends $700. 

622 1884-S MS 62 PCGS. A condition rarity in mint state with only 12 
pieces having been so graded by PCGS and none finer. Sharply 
struck with quite lustrous surfaces and a number of small contact 
marks over each side. Trends $1,650. 

623 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Boldly struck and respectably clean for the 
grade. This piece is really just about as nice as this underrated issue 
comes, with only 5 pieces currently graded higher by PCGS (all are 
MS 63s). 

624 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Highly lustrous and clean for the issue, being 
framed in olive-gold patina. 

625 1891 MS 62 NGC. Light in color and frosty, with the majority of 
abrasions confined to the obverse. Moderately scarce. 

626 1891-CC AU 58 NGC. A remarkably clean coin and sharply struck 
as well with attractive yellow-golden color. A common CC ten. 

627 1892 MS 62 PCGS. A bright, boldly detailed specimen with moder¬ 
ate abrasions in the satiny fields. Scarce in grades exceeding the pre¬ 
sent example. 

628 1892-CC AU 55 PCGS. Quite lustrous for this scarcer CC ten, with 
frosty, boldly struck devices. 

629 1896 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous and well struck, just slightly bag- 
marked. 

630 1901 MS 63 NGC. The lightly marked fields display a thick, satiny 
brilliance and are toned an attractive golden-orange. 

631 1901 MS 64 NGC. A lovely, minimally abraded type coin that dis¬ 
plays coruscating satiny luster and a strong strike in all areas. Faint 
copper staining on the obverse, an unduly criticized feature on many 
mint state gold coins. 

Fully struck and quite clean for the grade with 
subdued luster. A scarcer mint state issue. Trends $575. 


633 1906 MS 62 PCGS. An attractive eagle, with surprising luster and 
detail in the strike. While a few surface scuffs probably preclude 
consideration for a higher grade, this will make a proud addition to 
any collection. 

634 1907 MS 64 PCGS. Final year of type. Rich golden-orange surfaces 
with traces of steel-blue at the margins.

635 1907 No Motto MS 62 NGC. Vers finer. The surfaces of this piece 

are well struck in most areas and the coin overall has a pronounced 
satiny texture with rich reddish color. There is no trace of the rough¬ 
ness that is usually seen close to the date on many 1910-S tens.

Reflective surfaces toned an even reddish-gold, with weakness on 
the headband and upper curls as always. 

808 1867 Liberty Round 50 Cents. BG-1007, R.6, MS 63 PCGS. Green- 
gold with lustrous, semi-reflective fields. Medallic alignment. 

809 1868 Liberty Round 50 Cents, BG-1008, R.6, MS 63 PCGS. Highly 
lustrous with much reddish color on the obverse. 

810 1871 Liberty Round 50 Cents, BG-1011, R.4, MS 63 PCGS. 
Original prooflike surfaces with circular striations in the obverse 
field and some green verdigris on the portrait. 

811 1871 Liberty Octagonal 1 Dollar, BG-1104, R.6 MS 62 PCGS. A 
rare Period Two one-dollar piece that has a reverse design unique to 
this variety with CAL at the top of that side and GOLD below. 
Generally not found in higher grades, this is an attractive piece that 
has bright yellow-gold color and prooflike fields. 

CERTIFIED COINS OF HAWAII 

812 1883 Hawaii Half Dollar AU 58 AN ACS. Boldly detailed with an 
overall grayness in the fields from brief circulation and bright luster 
clinging to the devices. A heavily melted one-year type. 

813 1883 Hawaii Dollar VF 35 NGC. A mostly untoned specimen 
reflecting a bold strike and only a few trivial tiny contact marks in 
the fields. Some luster still shows in the protected areas. 

CERTIFIED PATTERNS 


814 1869 Standard Silver Ten-Cents, Judd-704, Pollock-783, R.7, PR 
65 Red PCGS. A bust of Liberty faces right wearing a diadem, and 
her hair is tied in a bun. UNITED STATES OF AMERICA is around 
the bust with IN GOD WE TRUST on a ribbon below. The reverse 
depicts 10 CENTS centered on an oak and laurel wreath with STAN¬ 
DARD SILVER above and 1869 below. Struck in copper with a 
reeded edge. Bright surfaces with attractive orange patina over much 
of the reverse and a single carbon spot between AR in STANDARD. 

815 1868 Ten-Cents, Judd-647, Pollock-720, R.6, PR 65 PCGS. The 

obverse features the almost identical design used on Large cents 
from 1843 to 1857, the reverse is similar except TEN CENTS is in 
the center of the wreath. It is probable that these patterns were pre¬ 
pared simply to exhibit the size and weight of the suggested, coin 
rather than to illustrate a proposed design. Struck in nickel with a 
plain edge. Better struck than one might imagine for a nickel prod¬ 
uct from this period, the fields, however, are shallowly mirrored as 
are many regular issue proofs from this decade. Bright overall and 
untoned with a faint speckling of carbon on each side.
